Object  V7c.s  h brilliant  vdiitc  li^t  in  a dark  fi^d*  Tiie 
brilliance  v;as  lilce  tViat  of  a flash  Ivilb  and  as  largo  as  the 
moon  or  basketball  higher  in  the  sky.  Observer  caug.ht  a 
glimpse  of  a ye lloi-f-o range  gaseous  bottom  of  a ball  v/hich 
seemed  streaked  v/lth  blue.  It  ;ioved  at  a hi^  rate  of  speetX 
Vmt  out  of  sigli  in  1-2  seconds.  Disappeared  and  reappeareii 
again,  took  after  it  for  about  2 r:iilc!s  dovn  tl\e  road.  It  vraf 
very  la-/  over  a field  ani  clearly  defined.  It  locked  like  a 
perfect  circle  cf  yslloi*r-or ange  ligi’nt  and  v;?.s  standing  still]. 
Object  v/as  approx  25  deg  off  the  ground.

Strange  Light  Seen  At  Hilltop  Reported . ..  October  17,  19S4 
. . . Recent  reports  of  UFOs  have  brought  to  light  a alghtlag  late 
last  May  In  HeaaantvUIe  by  two  borough  residents. 


Rev.  H.  (^rtia  Shaw,  pastor  of  The  First  Presbyterian  Churdi 
In  neasantvllle,  accompanied  by  Walter  A.  MacDonald,  reported 


seeing  a "ball  of  fire*'  on  May  26  or  27  at  about  1 1 P.M. ' 


The  two  men  had  been  working  at  the  ftesbytsrian  ehuich 
and  were  pulling  out  of  Mr.  MacDonald's  driveway  after  picking 
up  some  cq\ilpinent  when  a large,  bright  white  light  high  enough 
to  be  mounted  on  a pole,  appeared  on  the  south  elds  of  Stats 
Street 

Object  Reappears  . . . The  object  wae  approximately  as 
bright  as  a lightning  flash  ami  lasted  about  four  seconds,  then 
disappeared,  reappearing  on  the  north  side  of  the  street  Mr. 
Shaw  said. 


Mr.  Shaw  followed  the  ball,  now  decreased  la  Intensity  h> 
about  Che  brilliancy  of  the  moon,  as  it  moved  west  above  State ; 
Street  Its  color  wae  yellowleh  at  this  tlme>  It  was  reported. 


The  object  travded  west  out  State  Street  coming  to  a halt  I 
near  White  City  HitI,  where  U hung  suspended  for  a few  minutes, . 
then  appeared  to  bounce  twice.  The  watchers  shut  oS  the  car ; 
motor  and  got  out  of  the  vdildc;  intending  to  walk  to  the  top  of ' 
the  bill  where  the  ball  seemed  to  be  station^  j 

Dwindles  Rapidly  . . . Suddenly  the  ball  "shot  west  at  a j 
fantastic  speed,"  dwindllngtoasmallplnpolntalmoit  Unmediatety.  ■ 
The  effect  wae  as  if  a camera  shutter  bad  been  tripped  and  cut 
out  a large  amount  of  light,  he  said.  Wkather  condltiODB  at  the 
Ume  of  alghting  were  reported  to  be  rdativdy  dear,  and  the, 
moon  could  be  eeen  higher  In  the  aky.  The  object  wae  dearly* 
defined,  and  did  not  seem  to  have  a halo,  it  wae  reported. 


Rising  a little  higher,  it  "shot’’  west  (quite  low  and  with  incredible 
speed travelling  horizontally,  and  disappeared  from  sight  in  about 
5 seconds.  . I drove  into ‘Titusville  chasing  it  but  it  was  definitely 
gone  this  time.

Also — I could  not  say  for  certain  that  there  was  a definite  connectic 
between  the  brilliant  light  first  seen  and  the  clear  silver  white 
basketball  of  light.  It  would  app?ar  that  they  were  the  same  thing 
or  two  of  the  same.  I am  more  certain  the  yellow-orange  lights  were 
the  same  as  we  saw  it  going  west  ahead  of  the  car  and  apparently 
it  stopped  inethsef ield  between  Pleasantville  and  Titusville.

We  were  driving  west  on  Route  36-27  toward  a Pleasant  vi  lit  when  we 
new  e brilliant  globe  or  bell  of  white  light  In  e field  Juet  off  to 
oer  left  (South).  Ve  stopped  and  looked.  It  was  perhaps  150-200  rerdi 
•mey*  Staldenly  the  light  went  out.  We  continued  into  PleaseRtville  - 
end  eaw  s eilver-whlte  light  (about  the  site  of  a basketball)  above  v 
tree-tops  Just  to  the  right  of  us.  It  was  not  as  inteaee  ae  tlk|wi 
fi'ret  light,  ve  looked  at  it.  All  the  windows  in  the  ear  were  doeet^- 
ed  it  could  not  be  a reflection.  Suddenly  it  went  out. 

X turned  and  looked  out  the  front  window  and  caught  a glimpse  of  ' 
bottom  of  a yellow-oranga  ball  going  west  at  fanteatlc  speed* 

(I  had  the  impression  it  had  swept  over  the  car).  The  bottom  of 
this  yellow-orange  ball  (or  globe)  was  shot  through  with  blue  and 
Booked  gaseous.  I went  after  it  but  it  was  out  of  sight.

Last  May  26  about  11:00  p.m.  and  I were 

driving  west  on  Routes  36-2?  when  we  saw  a.  large  globe  of  brilliant  white 
light  in  a, dark  field  off  to  our  left  (south).  It  was  close  and  either 
on  the  field  or  just  off  it.  Its  intensity  of  brilliance  was  like  that 
of  a flash  bulb  so  its  size  was  difficult  to  estimate.  Suddenly  the  3ight 
disappeared .

Proceeding  slowly  west  we  again  saw  a ball  of  silver-white  light 
about  the  size  of  a large  moon  or  basketball  higher  in  the  sky  (above 
the  treetops)  and  stationary.  The  sky  was  clear  and  I stepped  out  on 
the  road  and  saw  the  moon  high  in  the  sky  in  back  of  us  (east).  The 
round  light  above  the  treetops  looked  like  a light  might  look  if  it 
was  reflected  in  a mirror.  We  watched  this  light  with  the. right  front 
window  rolled  down.  It  lasted  about  12-15  seconds  then  went  out 
abruptly.  This  was  about  . 5 of  a mile  from  the  initial  bright  light 
in  the  field  west.

As  I turned  my  head  and  looked  out  the  front  window  I caught  a 
.glimpse  of  a yellow-orange  gaseous  bottom  of  a ball  which  seemed  streaked 
with  blue.  It  had  to  be  low  as:I  looked  out  the  front  window  to  proceed 
west  cn  the  road.  It  was  moving  at  a fantastic  rate  of  speed.  It  got 
out  of  sight  west  of  us  in  1-2  seconds  (unless  it  went  up), 

I took  after  it  and  had  lost  sight  of  it.  About  two  miles  down 
the  road  (the  last  section  of  which  was  under  repair  and  blocked  off) 
we  saw  it  again,  I had  gone  around  the  road  block  travelling  west 
hoping  to  see  it  again.  It  was  very  low  over  a field  and  clearly 
defined.  It  looked  like  a perfect  circle  of  yellow-orange  light  and 
was  standing  still.  It  was  probably  550  yards  from  us.  We  got  out 
of  the  car  and  watched.  It  was  to  the  left  of  the  road  on  the  field. 

After  watching  for  about  two  minutes  I t o 1 d I thought 
we  could  get  closer.  About  100  yards  there  is  a dirt  road  off  to  the 
left  vfhich  circles  the  field.  We  got  into  the  car  and  started  for  the 
road.  Just  as  I began  to  turn  off  the  main  roat  (Route  2?  V7)  the  sphere 
ascended — perhaps  25  feet  off  the  ground.  I immediately  stopped  the 
car.  (It  looked  like  a large  setting  sun) .
